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Delta  State  Takes  Control  of  Second  Half 


Head  Coach  Don  Skelton  led  the  Statesmen  to  win  four  out 
of  five  games  in  the  second  half  of  their  season,  which  gave 
them  a  6-3-1  overall  and  a  4-3-1  Gulf  South  Conference 
record.  As  a  team,  the  Statesmen  finished  third  in  total 
offense,  averaging  330.8  yards  per  game  and  21.4  points  per 
game.  Defensively,  the  Statesmen  finished  fifth,  averaging 
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son Jordon,  punter  Tim  Jolly,  special  team  member  Harold 
Keyes,  center  Bubba  Howell,  offensive  lineman  Buddy  Ste- 
phens, offensive  tackle  Jordon  Bradford,  nose  guard  Paul 
Shoemaker,  and  wide  receiver  Rodney  Hughes). 


Although  the  Statesmen  did 
not  lead  the  Gulf  South  Confer- 
ence, the  team  contained  many 
outstanding  individual  leaders. 

Sophomore  tailback  Revis  Da- 
vis won  the  individual  rushing 
title,  despite  missing  2'h  games 
due  to  a  hamstring  pull.  He  ran 
for  746  yards  on  88  carries  in 
eight  games  for  a  93.3  yard  av- 
erage with  an  8.5  yard  average 
every  time  he  ran  the  ball  and 
scored  six  touchdowns. 

Senior  punter  Tim  Jolly,  punt- 
ing for  the  first  time,  finished 
second  in  the  conference  with  an 
average  of  40.4  yards  on  56 
kicks. 

Junior  tailback  Dennis  Patter- 
son scored  seven  times  rushing 
with  708  yards  in  139  attempts 
for  a  70.8  yards  per  game  av- 
erage to  finish  fifth  in  the  league. 
He  returned  a  kickoff  97  yards 
for  a  touchdown,  which  was  the 
second  longest  in  school  history, 
to  catch  a  44  yard  scoring  pass. 

Junior  quarterback  Kenny 
Taylor  was  fifth  in  individual 
passing,  completing  8.9  a  game. 

Freshman  kick  return  Ollie 
Thigpen  was  fifth  in  returns  with 
1 8  for  a  22.8  yard  average,  which 
included  90  yards  for  a  touch- 
down in  his  very  first  game.

Basketball  perfection  is  the

Statesmen's  1988-89  season. 
The  team  took  the  NCAA  II  Na- 
tional Championship  with  a  30 
point  victory,  the  largest  in  the 
eight-year-old  championship  se- 
ries. 

In  the  semi-finals,  Delta  State 
demolished  Central  Missouri 
State.  While  Pam  Lockett 
scored  25  points  and  grabbed  12 
rebounds,  Jo  Lynn  Davis  fin- 
ished with  15  points,  Liz  Wal- 
lace and  Anita  Robinson  tossed 
1 1  points  each,  and  Crystal  Har- 
dy pitched  in  1 0  to  provide  Del- 
ta State  with  a  94-73  win. 

To  win  the  national  crown, 
the  Lady  Statesmen  destroyed 
three  time  national  champion 
Cal  Poly  Pomona  88-58.  The  ef- 
forts of  Pam  Lockett  and  Anita 
Robinson  added  45  points  to 
Delta  State's  score.  Lockett 
tossed  25  points  and  grabbed  12 
rebounds  to  win  the  title  of  the 
NCAA  National  Championship 
Tournament's  Most  Outstand- 
ing Player.

Much  of  the  success  of  the  Lady 
Statesmen  basketball  team  can  be 
credited  to  Coach  Lloyd  Clark. 
When  he  took  over  at  Delta  State, 
the  coach  turned  a  1 3- 1 6  team  into 
a  20-8  winner  in  1 983-84  and  a  1 9- 
7  winner  in  1984-85  on  the  NCAA 
Division  I  level.  After  his  first  two 
seasons,  Clark  petitioned  the 
NCAA  to  allow  Delta  State  to 
compete  on  the  Division  II  level 
and  was  granted  permission.  In 
1985-86,  the  Lady  Statesmen  be- 
gan competing  on  the  Division  II 
level  and  advanced  to  the  Division 
II  Final  Four.  From  1985  to  1989, 
Clark  has  led  Delta  State  to  4 
straight  NCAA  Division  II  post 
season  tournaments,  3  straight 
Gulf  South  conference  champion- 
ships, and  4  consecutive  Gulf 
South  Conference  tournament  ti- 
tles. During  his  first  six  seasons  at 
D.S.U.,  Coach  Lloyd  Clark  estab- 
lished a  record  of  1 5-27.

Delta  State,  Jacksonville  State,  North  Alabama, 
and  West  Georgia  were  the  final  four  competing 
for  the  Gulf  South  Conference  crown.  The  de- 
fending champions,  the  Statesmen,  ended  in  third 
place. 

In  the  opening  round  of  the  tournament,  Delta 
State's  left  handed  pitcher,  Doug  King,  fanned  9 
and  scattered  6  hits  while  his  teammates  pounded 
out  13  hits  to  win  8-2  over  West  Georgia.  Eric 
Heuer,  West  Georgia's  starting  pitcher,  was 
knocked  out  by  the  Statesmen  with  four  runs  in  the 
top  of  the  third.  Second  baseman,  Mike  Patterson, 
lined  a  2-0  pitch  over  the  left  field  fence.  After 
Bobby  Picou  blooped  a  triple  to  the  right  field, 
Mike  Posey  singled  him  home.  Brian  Cooke  fol- 
lowed with  a  two-run  homerun,  which  was  his 
ninth  of  the  season.  Then,  Bill  English  lined  his 
fourth  homer  of  the  season  over  the  left  field  fence. 
In  the  ninth  inning,  Cooke  was  doubled  home  by 
David  Vidrine.  The  final  score  was  8-2. 

Five  Delta  State  errors  caused  the  Statesmen  to 
receive  their  first  loss,  9-5,  in  the  semi-finals  of  the 
tournament.  Second  ranked,  North  Alabama 
reached  thirteen  D.S.U.  pitchers  for  thirteen  hits. 
After  the  top  of  the  third,  the  Lions  took  a  2-0  lead 
and  were  never  again  seriously  threatened.  Bill 
English  opened  the  fifth  inning  with  his  fifth 
homerun  of  the  year.  The  Statesmen  got  two  more 
runs  in  the  sixth  to  cut  the  Lions  advantage  6-4. 
North  Alabama  leaped  ahead  when  first  baseman 
John  Watkins  knocked  a  two-run  homer  to  dead- 
centerfield  in  the  eighth  inning.  In  the  end,  Bill 
English,  Bobby  Picou,  and  Kelly  Dickinson  had 
two  hits  apiece  and  North  Alabama  handed  Delta 
State  their  first  loss  of  the  tournament. 

Defending  champion,  Delta  State  was  elimi- 
nated by  Jacksonville  in  the  top  of  the  ninth  in- 
ning. In  the  bottom  of  the  seventh,  the  Statesmen 
took  a  2-1  lead  when  Sean  Doyle's  fly  ball  popped 
out  of  the  Gamecock's  left  fielder,  Brian  Robert's 
glove  and  fell  over  the  fence  for  a  two-run  homer, 
which  was  Doyle's  seventh  of  the  season.  The 
game  was  an  excellent  pitcher's  duel  for  seven 
innings  as  J.S.U.  starter  Todd  Jones  fanned  twelve 
D.S.U.  batters  and  as  D.S.U.  starter  Warren  Guer- 
riero  fanned  five  J.S.U.  batters.  The  game  turned 
around  in  the  top  of  the  ninth  when  Jacksonville 
State's  players  scored  three  runs. 

Although  the  statesmen  did  not  win  the  Culf 
South  Conference  tournament,  their  season  was 
outstanding.

Statesmen  Playoff  Action 


Eleventh-ranked  Delta  State  joined  second-ranked  Jacksonville  State  in  the  South 
Central  Region  Baseball  Tournament  Friday  through  Sunday  (May  27-June  2,  1989)  with 
the  winner  gaining  berth  in  the  NCAA  Division  II  championships. 

The  Statesmen  made  their  tenth  trip  in  the  past  fifteen  seasons  to  the  NCAA  post- 
season tournament.  They  won  in  1968,  1977,  1978  and  1982  and  finished  second  on  four 
occasions.  DSU  made  six  consecutive  post-season  tourney  appearances  from  1977  to 
1982.  Delta  State's  twelve  year  record  in  NCAA  post-season  tournament  play  is  35  wins 
and  26  losses. 

Prior  to  tournament  play,  the  Statesmen,  who  were  batting  .313  as  a  team,  were  led  by 
Sean  Doyle,  a  senior  left  fielder,  who  had  a  .383  average  with  seven  home  runs  and  38 
RBI.  Second  baseman  Mike  Patterson  was  hitting  at  a  .342  clip,  while  short-stop  Mark 
Hayes  was  next  at  .328. 

Hayes  and  third  baseman  Brian  Cooke  were  tied  for  the  team  lead  in  the  home  run 
department  with  nine  each.  Hayes  had  35  RBI  to  26  for  Cooke. 

Other  DSU  regulars  who  were  hitting  over  .300  were  catcher  Mike  Posey  at  .313  with 
four  homers  and  30  RBI  and  right  fielder  Bobby  Picou  at  .308  with  five  home  runs  and  24 
RBI.  Posey  and  Picou  were  tied  for  the  team  lead  with  three  triples  apiece. 

Marchant  also  had  as  designated  hitters  right-handed  Brad  Kornegay  at  .325  with  two 
homers  and  seven  RBI  and  Jeff  Young  at  .316  with  four  home  runs  and  17  RBI.  Michael 
Cudd,  the  left-handed  designated  hitter,  was  batting  .302  with  one  homer  and  23  RBI. 

In  tournament  play,  the  Statesmen  lost  a  heart-breaker  1 1-10  to  Jacksonville  State  in 
the  opening  game  and  were  eliminated  from  the  tourney  8-4  by  North  Alabama  in  the 
second  contest.
